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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election with traverse of the species of Fig. 2 in the reply filed 
on 6/20/05 is acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground(s) that claims 22-24 
and 26-28 are believed to be generic. This is not found persuasive because 
claims 22-24 and 26-28 do not appear to be generic and appear to read on the 
embodiment of Fig.4 (note recitation of the test article and first flow pathway is 
for hot combusting fluid which is only consistent with the fig.4 embodiment). 
Further, even if the claims were generic, they would be examined with the 
elected embodiment and would not be a proper reason for traversal of the 
election of species. The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore 
made FINAL. 

2. Claims 1 1-28 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 
1.142(b), as being drawn to a nonelected species, there being no allowable 
generic or linking claim. Applicant timely traversed the restriction (election) 
requirement in the reply filed on 6/20/05. 

3. In view of the election of the Fig. 2 embodiment, a further restriction is 
now required as follows. 

4. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 
121: 
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I. Claims 2-5, drawn to a test facility with a combustor and fuel injector, 
classified in class 73, subclass 116. 

II. Claims 8 and 9 , drawn to a test facility with a removable port and 
seal, classified in class 73, subclass 865.6. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
1. Claims 1, 7 and 10 link(s) inventions I and II. The restriction requirement 
between the linked inventions is subject to the nonallowance of the linking 
claim(s), claims 1, 7 and 10. Upon the allowance of the linking claim(s), the 
restriction requirement as to the linked inventions shall be withdrawn and any 
claim(s) depending from or otherwise including all the limitations of the allowable 
linking claim(s) will be entitled to examination in the instant application. 
Applicant(s) are advised that if any such claim(s) depending from or including all 
the limitations of the allowable linking claim(s) is/are presented in a continuation 
or divisional application, the claims of the continuation or divisional application 
may be subject to provisional statutory and/or nonstatutory double patenting 
rejections over the claims of the instant application. Where a restriction 
requirement is withdrawn, the provisions of 35 U.S.C. 121 are no longer 
applicable. In re Ziegler, 44 F.2d 1211, 1215, 170 USPQ 129, 131-32 (CCPA 
1971). See also MPEP § 804.01. 
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2. Inventions I and II are related as combination and subcombination. 
Inventions in this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the 
combination as claimed does not require the particulars of the subcombination as 
claimed for patentability, and (2) that the subcombination has utility by itself or in 
other combinations (MPEP § 806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination as 
claimed does not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed 
because all the limitations of invention II are not found in invention I. The 
subcombination has separate utility such as testing flowmeters under various 
temperature conditions. 

3. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and 
have acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different 
classification, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

4. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and the 
search required for Group I is not required for Group II, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper.
